Ernest McCartney 


A shock to m any villagers and 
m em bers 
of 
the 
Com m unity 
Church was the news of the death 
T hursday, July 9, of Rev. Ernest 
L. M cCartney, D. D„ eldest of the 
four M cCartney 
brothers, 
who 
are Presbyterian m inisters. 
He 
died a t the Stanford U niversity 
H ospital at Palo Alto. 
H e is the 
brother of Dr. John Robertson 
M acartney, m inister of the Com­ 
m unity church here. 
B orn July 15, 1870, a t N orth- 
wood, Ohio, he 
was a graduate 
from G eneva College a t Beaver 
Falls, Pennsylvania, in 1889, and 
from the 
W estern 
Theological 
Sem inary at Pittsburgh, Pennsyl­ 
vania, three years later. 
He was 
ordained to the gospel m inistry 
and assum ed his first charge a t 
Edgewood, Pennsylvania. 


Well Known Here 


Rev. M cCartney was a w inter 
resident in Palm Springs and C a­ 
thedral City for many years, and 
for a num ber of years 
directed 
the activities of the Palm Springs 
C om m unity 
Church 
financial 
drive. 
T ogether w ith his brother, Dr. 
John Robertson 
M acartney, 
he 
w ent to Europe in 1896 for a year 
to study at 
Edinburgh 
and the 
follow ing sum m er traveled exten­ 
sively in Europe and the Holy 
Land. 
R eturning to America, he was 
pastor at C entral Park Presby­ 
terian Church at 
C edar Rapids, 
Iow a; Bridgew ater, Pennsylvania, 
and Cashm ere, W ashington. D ur­ 
ing the first World W ar he saw 
service in w ork at Cam p Lewis, 
W ashington, and other points. 


Comes to California 


His two pastorates in Califor­ 
nia w ere at C arpenteria and the 
B ethany Church in Los Angeles. 
In 1926 he retired from th e active 
m inistry and resided at Upland, 
C alifornia. 
His com panion of m any years, 
Mrs. M abel M cCartney, preceded 
him in death four years ago. 
He leaves one sister, Mrs. Al­ 
b ert G uerard of Stanford U niver­ 
sity; three brothers, 
Rev. John 
Robertson, Rev. A lbert Joseph, 
and Rev. Clarence 
Edw ard, all 
P resbyterian clergymen. H e thus 
becomes the first 
of 
th e well- 
know n quartette of Presbyterian 
m inisters who 
have 
had wide 
circles of acquaintance and influ­ 
ence 
w ithin 
the 
Presbyterian 
C hurch, to en ter into th e land 
th at is fairer than day. 
Dr. E rnest M cCartney was a 
m an of deep spirituality, w ith the 
happy faculty of m aking many 
friends who w ere devoted to him. 
D uring the years of active m in­ 
istry he was a m an of pow er in 
th e pulpit. His memory w ill ever 
rem ain green among his friends 
and loved ones.

Building Permits Drop Sharply; 


But More Construction in Offing 


Than Ever in Town's History 


Reflecting the nation-wide drastic curtailment of building con­ 
struction, total building permits issued by the City of Palm Springs 
during the first six months of this year was SI80,089 less than for 
the same period in 1941, it was revealed this week by City Building 
Inspector C. J. Burkel. 
Permits issued during the month of June 
dropped $40,420 below June of last year.

Building Boom 
In his explanation of the local 
building situation B urket pointed 
out a norm al am ount of 
new 
building construction is in pro­ 
gress at the present tim e, and 
soon this will exceed any build­ 
ing activity this tow n has ever 
experienced in its history; but as 
all the building currently in pro­ 
gress or in prospect here is being 
done by the arm y, it doesn’t show 
on the city records. B urket had 
reference to the Torney G eneral 
Hospital, 
the 
airport 
develop­ 
m ent and the arm y buildings soon 
to be built at the new airport. 
The arm y does not come under 
the scope of m unicipal ordinances 
governing building, so the arm y 
does not have to take out build­ 
ing perm its for its projects here. 
Thus, all this current arm y build­ 
ing here is not reflected in the 
records of Inspector Burket.

Imagine reading the following government announcement in 
your Desert Sun: 
"All men of Cathedral City have been shot. 
The women have 
been deported to a concentration camp and the children sent to ap­ 
propriate centers of education. 
All buildings of the village were 
leveled to the ground and the name of the village was immediately 
abolished." 
Those are the words of an official Nazi statement issued a few 
days ago except that the town was named Lidice—a quiet little com­ 
munity of Czecho-Slovakia near Prague. 
In Lidice (pronounced Leed-eet-say) men and women lived where 
their ancestors had lived for more than 600 years. 
A Lidice son 
brought his bride to his parents' home: his children were born in 
the same room where his grandfather first saw light. 
Above the 
roofs of the town rose the spire of St. Margaret's Church, a symbol 
of community faith since the church's building in 1736. 
In Lidice, a farmer w ith earth sticking to his boots greeted the

There will not be a reoccur­ 
rence of the unsatisfactory situa­ 
tion created here last Saturday 
by the fact several hundred sol­ 
diers from Camp Young 
were 
uncerem oniously dum ped in town 
w ith no accom panying military 
police to keep them under con­ 
trol, Chief of Police Lyle Sanard 
was assured this w eek by offi­ 
cers from the desert arm y camp. 
The affair of last weekend was 
som ething like this. Saturday be­ 
ing the Fourth of July and Palm 
¡springs 
having 
a 
fine 
USO, 
sw im m ing pools and other faci­ 
lities for the entertainm ent 
of 
service men, several hundred sol­ 
diers were brought here for rec­ 
reation. However, no MPs were 
sent along to keep the boys in 
check. 
Now it was good and hot last 
Saturday .and soon many of the 
boys got dry and decided 
to 
quench their thirsts w ith some 
cold beer. It w asn't long before 
Chief Sanard and his small sum­ 
m er force had th e ir hands full, 
and before the day was over lo­ 
cal police had picked up some 
10 
soldiers, 
m ostly 
for 
being 
drunk, it is reported. 
W hen it became apparent the 
situation was too m uch for Palm 
Springs' curtailed sum m er police 
force 
to handle. Chief Sanard 
called upon Lieut. Paul Herbert, 
com m anding oficer at the local 
Ferrying Command Camp, 
for 
assistance. 
Responding 
imme­ 
diately to the call for help. Lieut. 
H erbert sent two M.P.s into town 
to assist the local police, and this 
eased the problem somewhat. 
It is w ell known th at the peo­ 
ple of Palm Springs like service 
men, enjoy doing all they can 
for them. and. in fact, have al­ 
ready created m any fine recrea­ 
tional facilities for the benefit of 
soldiers coming here. The only 
objection of locals to last Satur­ 
day's affair was th e fact no mili­ 
tary police were sent along to 
keep the service m en under con­ 
trol. 
Since last Saturday, however, 
C hief of Police L yle Sanard has 
contacted officers of Cam p Young 
to explain the situation, and they 
have assured him th a t henceforth 
an am ple num ber of m ilitary po­ 
lice will accompany men they 
send into Palm Springs.

Musfard Gas and Lewisite Gas 
By DR. WARD L. MOULD 
Medical Gas Officer, U. S. Office of Civilian Defense 


(This is another in a series of six articles about w ar gases, 
their characteristics, and m easures the civilian can take to pro­ 
tect him self against gas injury.) 
The “persistent” gases (those which will re­ 
main in or “contam inate” an area for a long time) 
are intended to burn the skin, or injure the lungs 
or eyes. The two principal members of the group 
are mustard and lewisite. They will remain in an 
area for several days or weeks, depending on the 
weather. 
The presence of gas can usually be de­ 
tected by its odor. The sense of smell is the best 
gas detector. 
MUSTARD GAS smells like garlic or horse­ 
radish, and can be detected in very low concentra­ 
tions, even in concentrations below that capable of 
producing injury. However, if one stays in even a 
very low concentration for a long enough period 
injury might result. 
Mustard gas will penetrate any porous material 
in time. It will be held away from the body by 
heavy clothing for a short period. 
The clothing, 
once it has been penetrated by the gas, is a source 
of danger because it will hold the gas in intimate 
contact with the skin. 
Even if no neutralizing steps are taken follow­ 
ing exposure to mustard vapor, it is usually 4 to 6 
hours longer before any discomfort is experienced. 
The individual may then have a sensation ol 
smarting or burning skin, much the same as if he 
had been sunburned. 
His eyes will smart, burn, 
and water as if they had tobacco smoke in them. 
He may have a mildly sore throat, a nasal discharge 
and cough, as in the symptoms of a common cold. 
If exposure has been more severe, blisters will ap­ 
pear in the “sunburn” area of the skin, the eves 
will burn and water more, and the “common cold’ 
symptoms will accumulate. If severe injury is sus­ 
tained all the symptoms will be exaggerated, but 
this should rarely occur if prompt steps are taken 
upon exposure to mustard gas vapor. 
If a person’s skin comes in actual contact with 
liquid mustard gas. the injury will he more se \e ic 
at the point of “contamination’ but not as exten­ 
sive as a vapor burn. This will come from remain­ 
ing in an area contaminated by themustard vapor. 
Even with liquid mustard there will seldom be any 
symptoms for one or two hours. A blister usually 
appears rather promptly after symptoms develop 
from a liquid injury. 
Unless the amount of liquid is very great the 
burn will be like that caused by an equal amount of 
very hot grease. It will take longer in healing than 
the grease burn, but should cause no greater alarm. 
Liquid mustard in the eyes will cause serious 
damage unless washed out immediately. Even af­ 
ter first aid has been administered, the eye re­ 
quires a doctor’s attention. But taking coyer dur­ 
ing a gas attack will eliminate possible injuries 
from falling droplets of liquid mustard gas. 
LEWISITE GAS is similar to mustard gas in its 
action. It smells like geraniums, but causes a bit­ 
ing sensation in the nose even in low concentra­ 
tions. 
Symptoms resulting from lewisite injury 
develop more rapidly than those following expos­ 
ure to mustard and are about the same degree in 
severity. Lewisite contains arsenic, however, and 
this will cause poisoning if it is absorbed in any 
amount. Blisters appearing on the skin following 
exposure to lewisite require a doctor's care. 
Both 
liquid lewisite and mustard gas in the eyes require 
immediate washing of the eyes with a baking soda 
solution, one teaspoonful to a glass of water, fol­ 
lowed by medical attention.

STÁÍE SELECTIVE SERVICE HDQTS. 
DIVIDES MEN INTO CATEGORIES AS 
BASIS FOR CALLING INTO SERVICE 


State H eadquarters have issued instructions to California local 
boards based upon the service men's Dependency Allowance A ct of 
1942, w hich becam e effective June 24. The A ct provides for fam ily 
allowances for dependents of enlisted men an d also amends certain 
provisions of the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940. 


Ti.e A ct creates categories for$- 
selection of men for service in 
the Army and divides the avail­ 
able selectees into four categor­ 
ies. Category one includes the 
group of selectees who cannot 
qualify for a low er category, who 
are not otherw ise deferred and 
who are physically fit for m ili­ 
tary service. 


C ategory two is made up of 
registrants 
otherw ise 
qualified 
who have persons dependent up­ 
on them for support other than 
wives and children. 


Category three is m ade up of 
registrants who are m arried and 
reside w ith 
th eir 
wives 
and 
m aintain a bonafide relationship 
in their homes, provided they 
w ere not m arried after Decem ber 
8, 1941 or at a tim e w hen the 
registrant’s selection was im m i­ 
nent. 
C ategory four is made up of 
registrants who, w ith their wives 
and children, or children alone, 
m aintain a bonafide relationship 
in their homes, provided they 
w ere not m arried after Decem ­ 
ber 8, 1941 or w hen their selec­ 
tion was im m inent. 


The intent of Congress is to 
require the local boards to select 
for induction registrants in each 
category by sequence, and dis­ 
poses of all registrants available 
for induction in each category 
before invading th e next cate­ 
gory 
Called According to Category 


The am endm ent to the A ct w ill 
require the local boards to select 
all available m en in 
category 
one to fill a call b u t 
if 
suffi- 
cent category one registrants are 
not available for th e call, it w ill 
be necessary for the board to 
invade category tw o and three 
in sequence, to secure the num ­ 
ber of registrants required to fill 
the call. 
If men in category two or three 
are notified that they have been 
selected to fill a call and a regis­ 
tran t in category one is m ade 
available to the board, he cannot 
be substituted for 
someone 
so 
notified. This is so because the 
man, after he is m ade available, 
has ten days in w hich to appeal 
and is entitled to ten days a d ­ 
vance notice of induction.

Crossing Crashes 


Slow Movement of 


U. S. War Traffic 


While the tire shortage alone 
should impel motorists to drive 
slowly and carefully, there is an­ 
other and even more important 
argument for safe operation of 
motor vehicles these days, ac­ 
cording to Southern Pacific safety 
officials. 
Accidents at highway-railway 
grade crossings are delaying the 
movement of war and other m a­ 
terials, as well as troops and oth­ 
er passengers, it was pointed out, 
at a time when every effort is 
being made by the railroads to 
expedite traffic. 
Statistics just released by the 
Safety Section of the Association 
of American Railroads show that 
an average of 38 trains a day or 
1,137 trains a month in the Unit­ 
ed States are being delayed a 
total of 22 hours a day, or 660 
hours a month from this cause, 
Taplor said. 
“Eighty-two per cent of the 
accidents," he continued, 
"take 
place at grade crossings which 
have special protection consist­ 
ing of flashing lights, gates or 
watchmen, and one-third of the 
accidents result from motorists 
driving into the sides of trains. 


"Every locomotive and railroad 
car is needed today, and equip­ 
ment laid up for repair as the 
result of grade crossing accidents 
represents an unnecessary and 
irreplaceable loss of tim e and ca 
pacity for doing 
the 
nation’s 
transport 
job in 
the 
present 
emergency.”

Tbe rubber scrap drive hasn’t brought in 
enough rubber. 
Tin drives haven’t brought in enough tin. 
The American people must give from their 
own homes—kitchen, basement, attic, backyard, 
garage—more rubber, steel, iron, tin and fats than 
have been given, if American soldiers are to have 
all the materials of war they need. So warned War 
Production Chief Donald Nelson in proclaiming a 
new scrap drive to begin next Monday, July 13, 
with co-operation of 12,000 State and local salvage 
com m ittees and a $2,000,000 advertising fund con­ 
tributed by the iron, steel, glycerine and allied in­ 
dustries. 
“War production is limited only by the supply 
of raw materials, and scrap is an important part 
of the raw materials supply,” Nelson said. “This 
makes it clear that the only way we can m eet the 
requirements of war production is to collect every 
last bit of scrap from every farm and home, from 
every commercial enterprise and industry in the 
country.”

Then two m ea iatally wounded Rein hard Heydrich who. as 
Nazi "protector" of Czecho-Slovakia, earned the title of "Hangman." 
That happened on a highway which doesn't even go through Lidice. 
The Lidice people told the Nazi secret police that they didn't know 
anything about the two men. 
But the Gestapo agents learned that Lidice folk still dreamed 
of ireedom. They claimed lhey found a radio, iorbidden by German 
conquerors, arms and munitions. Several of the Lidice young men 
had escaped to join United Nations forces fighting the Germans. 
And the Nazis follow their policy of bloody vengeance—a policy 
which has meant the murder, in retaliation for the death of H ey­ 
drich. of more than 700 innocent men and women. 
So when you read or hear the name of Lidice imagine what it 
would mean if Cathedral City were crushed to the earth, its name 
scratched from all records, the bodies of all its men dumped into 
a common gTava, their widows imprisoned, and the doubly-orphan­ 
ed children in the hands of vengeful and merciless foreigners.

Chocolate Chip Ice Cream 
% package (scant y3 cup) vanilla 
ice cream powder; 2 tablespoons 
sugar; 1 cup milk; 1 cup cream, 
whipped; y, cup coarsely chopped 
semi-sweet chocolate. 
Combine ice cream powder and 
sugar. 
Add milk very gradually, 
stirring until dissolved. 
Fold in 
whipped cream. Turn into freezing 
tray of automatic refrigerator, set­ 
ting control for coldest freezing 
temperature. 
Stir when frozen \ 
inch thick on sides and twice more 
at 
20-mlnute 
Intervals, 
adding 
chocolate with third stirring. Freez­ 
ing time: about 3 hours. 
Makes 
% quart. 
For 1% quarts, double recipe 
above, using full contents of pack­ 
age. 
Freeze in one or two trays 
3 to 6 hours.
